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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

To have a general inventive concept under PCT rule 1 3.1 , the inventions need to 
be linked by a special technical feature. The special technical feature recited in claim 1 
is an agent for treating chondroma and chondrosarcoma by inhibiting binding of 
parathyroid hormone related peptide to a receptor. In view of this Miyachi et al. 
("Apoptosis inducing effect and differentiation accelerating effect on chondrosarcoma 
cell line of monoclonal antibody to parathyroid hormone-related protein"; The Japanese 
Cancer Association Sokai Kiji, August 25, 2002, p 174 of record in the May 5, 2005 IDS) 
reads on the claim. This reference teaches the use of a monoclonal antibody tcT 
parathyroid hormone-related peptide that induces apoptosis in a chondrosarcoma and 
can be used in the treatment of chondroma. Therefore the technical feature recited in 
claim 1 is not special. Accordingly the groups are not so linked as to form a single 
general concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in response to this 

action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-7, drawn to an agent for treating chondroma and 
chondrosarcoma by inhibiting binding of parathyroid hormone related peptide to a 
receptor thereof. 
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Group II, claim(s) 8 and 9, drawn to a method of inducing apoptosis in 
chondroma and chondrosarcoma cells by administering a substance which 
inhibits binding of parathyroid hormone related peptide and a receptor thereof. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: As set forth above, 
in view of the teaching of Miyachi et al., the groups are not so linked as to form a single 
general concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because the technical feature of claim 1 is not 
special.
